A number of years ago a local oil 
company drilled a well near Hart- 
ford, just outside the city limits, but 
after going down more than 1,800 
feet, they failed to And oil. The 
Standard Oil Company lata raat a re- 
cently drilled a well near Small- 
hous, tills county, but after going 
down about 2,000 feet and flnding 
nothing, they capped tbe opening 
and pnve up the Job. the qoeat prov- 
ing fruitless. 

The present oil drilling seems to 
have hit the exact spot and evi- 
dences ahow that there la plenty of 
oU there. 

The West Kentucky OH Co. Is 
compoi^ principally of local capi- 
talists who are amply prepared to 
carry out th,. undertakins in hand. 
More splendid results are yet looked 
for, which will make Hartford and 
this section prosper as never he- 
re- I fore.
